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Increased fees add small amounts

Andover officials are continu- 
ing to raise fees as a way of 
adding revenue to the town cof- 
fers. 

The cost of playing sports has 
gone up, along with the cost of 
conducting other activities on 
Andover’s fields, and in its 
schools, Town House and recre- 
ational areas. Town officials esti- 
mate that, together, this week’s 
decisions will raise as much as an 
additional $47,445 next year. 

Andover’s Plant and Facilities 
Department submitted a proposal 
to increase the fees for the use of 
four different facilities in town. A 

| 5-0 vote by the selectmen 
approved ail four increases. 

The use of athletic fields for 


youth leagues and adult leagues 
will continue at the same rates, 
but there will be an additional 
charge of $5 per player. An antic- 
ipated $32,445 is expected to be 
generated as a result of the 
increase. 

“The money will be used to 
improve the fields,” said Joe 
Piantedosi, plant and facilities 
director. “(The new revenue) is 
not going to do a lot. It’s a start.” 

The new rates for sports 
leagues will go into effect July 1. 
The increases will apply to play- 
ers or parents of players signing 
up for the fall season. All other 
increases are now in effect. 

At least one selectman won- 
dered aloud if the small amount of 
revenue generated by the increas- 


es would be worth the aggravation 
the increases might cause 

“I would just hate to see fur- 
ther frustration because they are 
not going to see the effect of this,” 
said Selectman Mary Lyman. 

Schools rental fees will jump 
25 to 35 percent for the majority 
of activities. This increase is being 
referred to as a building support 
fee, formerly known as the custo- 
dial fees. 

The rental fees for the Town 
House, also known as Old Town 
Hall, have not been increased dur- 
ing the last four years. The rental

If a new floor is part of 
the project, hardwood remains 
one of the most popular flooring 
options available today. Howev- 
er, from settling on a species to 
proper care and maintenance, 
there is much to consider, 

Have questions about hard- 
wood floors, finishes and care? 
Before heading out to the local 
home center, here are answers to 
some of the most frequent floor- 
ing queries, courtesy of the 
experts at the American Hard- 
wood Information Center 
(www.hardwoodinfo.com). 


Q: Does sunlight lighten or 
darken a floor’s color? Does it 
depend on the species, the 
stain or the finish? 

A: The ultraviolet rays that 
can burn and age our skin will 
affect any organic material, 
including wood. That's why the 
finest art collections are kept in 
rooms without windows. Pro- 
longed exposure to sunlight will 
change the color of virtually any 
wood floor, regardless of the 
stain or finish. Some woods 
lighten when exposed to sun- 
light. Others, like cherry and 
oak, tend to darken. The newest 
water-based urethane finishes 
seem to slow color changes 
more effectively than oil-based 
urethane finishes. which tend to 
turn the brownish-yellow color 
of amber. Some finishes even 
feature sunscreens to help block 
the penetration of ultraviolet 
rays, extending the time it will 
take the wood to change. 

For those especially con- 
cermed about the floor changing 
color, consider installing cur- 
tains or blinds that will limit 
exposure to sunlight. Windows 
also can be fitted with thin films 
of plastic that block ultraviolet 
rays. This type of screen — simi- 
lar to those on used on some car 
windows — will protect the floor, 
furniture, drapes, upholstery and 
artwork from sunlight. 


Q: Is a hardwood floor a 
good choice for someone with 
allergies or asthma? 

A: Yes. Allergists often rec- 
ommend bare floors, which 
reduce the chance for animal 
dander, dust, pollen or molds to 
collect. Respiratory experts say 
as much as one-fifth of the US 
population suffers breathing dif- 
ficulties caused by allergies and 
asthma, often triggered by 
microscopic dust mites that col- 
onize bedding, curtains and car- 
pets. Bedding and curtains can 
be laundered, but because fre- 
quent vacuuming is often inef- 
fective against dust mites in 
floor coverings, many immunol- 
ogists and allergists suggest 
bringing hardwood floors out 
into the open 


Q: If a hardwood floor has 
a urethane finish, can one 
paint using oil-based paint for 
stencils? 

A: Yes, but it may not be the 
best choice. Many professionals 
avoid working with oil-based 
paints because they are harder to 
clean up and take longer to dry. 
With water-based paints, 
smudges and spills can be wiped 
away easily with a damp cloth. 
Water-based paint can be 
applied over oil- or water-based 
urethane finishes. For best 
results with opaque paints, con- 
sider first applying a white 
primer. Let the paint dry thor- 
oughly before applying at least 
two protective top coats that are 
the same type of urethane as the 
base coats. Oil-based paints that 
are just the slightest bit wet will 
smear when one applies an oil- 
based urethane topcoat. If one is 
not sure whether the paint and 
urethanes are compatible, con- 
tact the manufacturers of the 
materials. Also, always test for 
compatibility by applying a little 
paint and finish on an extra 
board or in an inconspicuous 
spot such as a closet corner 


Q: Are steam cleaners an 
effective way to keep wood 
floors clean? 

A: Several steam-cleaners 
available on the market are 
designed for use on hardwood 
floors. However, it’s best to 
check with the manufacturer to 
find out if the cleaner is appro- 
priate for use on the wood floor 
that is being cleaned. Remember 
that water is wood’s number one 
enemy. If the finish is worn or 
scratched, steam could seep into 
the wood floors, eventually 
causing damage. Keep in mind

that experts say the best way to 
clean a wood floor is to wipe up 
any spills immediately with a 
soft, dry cloth. Sweep floors 
regularly with a broom, dust 
mop or canister vacuum with 
special hardwood floor attach- 
ments. Do not use a vacuum 
with beater bars. They can dent 
your floor’s finish. 


Q: If one buys a home with 
hardwood floors, how can 
they tell if the floors have a

wax or urethane finish? 

A:Urethane is one of the 
most popular finishes in use 
today. An easy way to determine 
if your floor has this type of fin- 
ish is to apply a small amount of 
paint remover to the floor sur- 
face. If the finish bubbles up, it 
is most likely a urethane. Also 
try scraping up a bit of the finish 
with a sharp blade (in an area 
hidden from view.) If clear 
material comes up, the finish is 
likely urethane. 

The finish is probably wax if 
one can feel the wood grain 
when they run their hand over 
the floor surface. Another test is 
to select an inconspicuous area 
and try to smudge the floor sur- 
face with a fingertip, or scrape 
the surface with a fingernail or 
sharp instrument. If the floor 
smudges, but no clear material 
is scraped up, the finish is prob- 
ably wax.

If one is still not certain after 
trying these tests, contact a rep- 
utable floor refinisher. Profes- 
sionals with years of experience 
easily can determine a floor's 
finish. 


Q: What are mineral spirits 
and boiled linseed oil, and how 
are they used? How about rot- 
tenstone and pumice? 

A: Mineral spirits are used to 
thin or clean up oil-based paints, 
stains and finishes. They also 
can be used to remove wax 
buildup on furniture and floors. 
Boiled linseed oil is a yellowish 
drying oil that serves as a lubri- 
cant. (Do not boil linseed oil: it 
has already been boiled.) Both 
of these materials can be found 
in the paint section at home cen- 
ters. 

Rottenstone is a fine, abra- 
sive limestone powder. Pumice 
is an abrasive (harder than rot- 
tenstone) derived from volcanic 
glass. Either one of these abra- 
sives can be mixed with linseed 
oil and rubbed on furniture to 
remove stains and marks caused 
by moisture or heat. Woodwork- 
ing suppliers sell these products 
in stores and on the Internet. 
Some paint and hardware stores 
also carry them.

Group looks to 
Stop apartments 


By Ben Hellman 

In a bid to stop the Avalon Bay apartment 
complex from being built on River Road, a 
group of residents has submitted a Town Meet- 
ing article to deny a sewer connection to the 
site. 

Spokeswoman Madelaine St. Amand and 
the Protect Andover Zoning group says that 
when the town approved a 1997 warrant article 
allowing sewer access to the Poor Clare Sisters 
at 460 River Road, it never intended for the ser- 
vices to make way for the proposed 115 luxury 
apartments 

“The express and exclusive purpose of 
extending the sewer connection to the new res- 
idence to be constructed for the sisters ... at 445 
River Road,” reads the article submitted by St. 
Amand on the behalf of PAZ. 

St. Amand says that the area is not appropri- 
ate for the development. “It looks like a sky- 
scraper in a farmer’s field,” she said. 

Fire Chief Chuck Murnane has also 
expressed disapproval of the complex’s loca- 
tion, saying it was too far away from any station 
for firefighters to reach in time if a fire broke 
out. Murnane says that apartment complexes 
are much more likely to have fire problems than 
other dwellings. “I don’t think it’s a safe situa- 
tion out there — no matter what the codes say.”

Apartments to replace hotel? 
200 units eyed for former Rolling Green 


By Judy Wakefield 

Plans for turning the empty 
Ramada Rolling Green Hotel 
into 200 apartments are being 
reviewed by town officials. 

The former hotel, which 
closed in July 2002, is located 
on Lowell Street (Route 133), 
near the Interstate 93 inter- 
change. 

Fine Hotels Corp. 
Wellesley owns the hotel 
property and a few nearby 
houses and has proposed a 
200-unit “affordable housing 
apartment complex” for the 
16-acre site. Fifty of those 
200 units would be deemed 
affordable under the state’s 
Chapter 40B Law, known to 


of 


some as the “anti-snob zon- 
ing” provision. Planning 
director Steve Colyer says 
market rate two-bedroom 
apartments are running 
$1,900 per month, and afford- 
able homes are $1,100. 

The apartment plan has 
been presented to Andover’s 
Housing Partnership Commit- 
tee and shows the $35 million 
project would distribute the 
apartments through five build- 
ings. Each building would be 
three stories. There would be 
a total of 400 bedrooms and 
about 410 parking spaces. 

The Rolling Green site 
also has a golf course owned 
by local developer Yvon 


Cormier and a leased fitness 
center adjacent to it. Those 
businesses are not part of the 
proposed project. 

Colyer said there hasn’t 
been too much discussion 
about the project since Fine 
Hotels presented their plans to 
Andover Housing Partnership 
Committee on Nov. 18. A 
week later, selectmen got a 
letter from the state’s housing 
partnership board asking for 
comments about the proposed 
plan. Fine Hotels also asked 
for comments from local offi- 
cials.

i ® ENTY YEARS AGO, IT WASN’T UNUSUAL to find 
people who would get up to change the TV, who 
could wait 10 minutes for popcorn and who actually 
dialed phone numbers from home. Today, of course, 
most of us would rather search the house 15 minutes 
for the remote than change the TV channels manual- 
ly. We believe we couldn't make it without our 
remote controls, microwaves and push-button cell 
phones. People quickly get used to new comforts. 

The same can be true with government programs. 
Just 10 years ago, the town budget was about $57 
million, significantly less than the more than $100 
million it will be this year. 

A memorandum is circling in the state legislature, 
noting that local aid from the state has grown an 
average of 7.5 percent per year during the last 
decade. It also notes that during the last fiscal crisis 
there were three consecutive years of local aid cuts. 
The state, of course, is trying to avoid looking like 
“the bad guy” as it cuts local aid. But the numbers 
remind us that we’ve done with less before, and can 
use this time to target areas that haven't proven to be 
worth the investment. 

The town manager and superintendent of schools 
are preparing their budgets, and are expected to be 
finished with these preliminary budgets within the 
next week. Town Manager Buzz Stapcezynski has 
asked each department to cut the same amount. But it 
will be up to all town officials to prioritize what 
departments, and what programs within each depart- 
ment, are most important, and should be preserved. 
This is where elected officials such as the selectmen 
and School Committee members truly prove their 
worth as leaders and earn respect.

Homeless are a civic responsibility 


Editor, Townsman: 

I do not know what Harold 
Marsh’s medical condition is 
(“Homeless issues, other prob- 
lems hit home,” Townsman, 
Jan. 23, page 1). However, 
sleeping outside in zero-degree 
weather indicates he’s a danger 
to himself and allowing this is 
certainly a danger to the soul of 
the United States of America. 

The National Alliance for 
the Mentally IIl’s (NAMI) mis- 
sion is to educate and advocate 
for the | in 5 families suffering 
with severe and persistent men- 
tal illnesses, like schizophrenia, 
severe depression and bipolar 
disorder. Many families have 
members living with these bio- 
logical and physiological brain 
disorders who are indistin- 
guishable from the general 
population because they are 
receiving treatment and are in 
recovery. They are reticent to 
disclose their family’s illness 
due to the misunderstanding 
and stigma that surrounds brain 
disorders. 

Mental illness is not retarda- 
tion. Mental illness is not a dis- 
grace. Mental illness is a dis- 
ease. People with mental ill- 
nesses may be extremely intel- 
ligent and have graduated from 
college with promising careers 
ahead of them, when their lives 
are inextricably altered by a 
painful illness that could hap- 
pen to anyone. Schizophrenia 
can be so severe that approxi- 
mately 50 percent of this popu- 
lation do not believe they are 
sick. This lack of insight is 
illustrated in a book by Xavier 
Amador, I’m Not Sick, | Don’t 
Need Your Help. The author is 
a psychiatrist whose brother 
has schizophrenia. 

Imagine being surrounded 
by perhaps 10 or more televi- 
sions, all set on different chan- 
nels. Trying to fathom the 
cacophony of the myriad of 
visual sights and auditory 
sounds is an impossible torture. 
This is the torture of psychosis 
experienced by some people 
with schizophrenia who are not 
in treatment. Because the law 
does not consider this condi- 
tion to be an altering factor in 
dealing with people who have 
mental illnesses and are home- 
less, we are all compromised. 

The police do not want to 
leave people outside to freeze

Finding cash for 5 teachers in trash 


Editor, Townsman: 

How to find money to pay for 
five teachers’ salaries? 

Last year, Andover paid to 
dispose of more than 13,000 tons 
of trash, which costs the town 
nearly $2 million in disposal fees 
at the North Andover waste-to- 
energy plant. That’s a lot of trash 
and a lot of money. If residents 
are concerned about disappear- 
ing state aid and local tax rev- 
enues, they can each do some- 
thing that will help immediately: 
recycle more. After all, we don’t 
have “money to burn.” 

With Andover’s recycling 
contract, the town pays a fixed 
price to collect recyclables, no 


matter how much people recy- 
cle. In the last 12 months, 
Andover recycled 3,654 tons 
curbside (about 20 percent of the 
trash total). If residents add more 
to their blue bins, it will not cost 
the town more. In contrast, every 
ton of trash costs a bundle. Even 
if the town sees lower trash fees 
after the Wheelabrator contract 
ends in 2005, it will still pay for 
every ton not recycled. With a 
fixed cost for recycling, the more 
tons recycled, the cheaper it is 
per ton, and taxpayers save on 

trash disposal. 
The easiest thing to recycle 
more is paper. Andover recycled

2,715 tons of paper in the last 
12 months (about 15 percent of 
our total). But the national 
average of paper in the waste 
stream is 30 percent, so there’s 
a lot more paper that could be 
recycled. All kinds of paper 
are recyclable in Andover. 
Residents can recycle office 
paper, cereal boxes, boxboard 
six-pack holders, old phone 
books, junk mail, catalogs, col- 
ored paper, paper with staples, 
paper towel tubes, and 
envelopes with windows. The 
general rule is, one can recycle 
anything that rips, except for 
waxy paper (like milk cartons). 
Those worried about privacy 
for old financial statements or 
bills can use a shredder. 
Cardboard is also recy- 
clable, but there’s lots of it sit- 
ting with the trash. It can be 
left by the recycling truck if it 
is not folded or cut small 


enough. It may help to under- 
stand that the truck only has an 
opening suitable for two-foot- 
sized pieces. Unflattened 
boxes waste space on the truck 
and must be left. People who 
save boxes, can cut them all up 
at once and tie them with 
twine, or pile them into a sepa- 
rate bag or another box, and 
they will be recycled. 

Andover costs are complex, 
but each ton recycled saves the 
town more than $100, on aver- 
age. Doubling the amount of 
paper we recycle, would save 
more than $270,000 per year. 
In a year of tight budgets, it 
may be useful to think of that 
in terms of five to six teachers, 
25 percent of the highway 
department staff that fixes pot- 
holes, or more than the entire 
youth services budget.

one because there are lots of ques- 
tions about the proposed apart 
ment complex. 

“The (concept plan) picture is 
pretty, but we have concerns 
about this project,” Colyer said. 

Traffic congestion leads that 
concern list, he said, as the Inter- 
nal Revenue Service is located 
directly across the street from the 
proposed complex. Andover offi- 
cials are worried about more traf- 
fic in an already congested area. 
Plus, concerns about getting fire 
trucks around the complex and 
the construction have been tossed 
around. “There hasn’t been a lot 
of dialogue,” Colyer said. “But 
they will have to make some 
adjustments to the plan.” 

Colyer said Fine Hotels asked 
local officials to eye Kittredge 
Crossing, a housing complex that 
includes affordable housing cur- 
rently under construction on 
Route 125 in North Andover. 


Ramada to residential 


That project is similar to what is 
being proposed for Andover, they 
said. Opechee Construction of 
Beimont, N.H. is building that 
complex and would also build the 
Andover apartments. 

“The ball is in our court,” 
Colyer said. “We will give some 
kind of review comments on this 

. whether it’s the Board of 
Selectmen or housing partnership 
committee.” 

These proposed apartments 
would increase the number of 
Andover’s homes that are consid- 
ered affordable. Census data from 
2000 lists 8.42 percent of 
Andover’s housing stock as 
affordable, with the state recom- 
mending that each community 
have 10 percent affordable hous- 
ing. The 2000 data doesn’t 
include recently approved afford- 
able housing projects in town 
such as Ballardvale Crossing and 
Coachman’s Way, which will be 
built across from the YMCA on 
Haverhill Street.

The Andover Recycling Committee 
encourages residents to recycle as much 
waste as possible, since recycling saves the 
town money and reduces pollution. In gen- 
eral, Andover recycles paper, glass, plastics, 
steel and tin containers, aluminum materials 
and corrugated cardboard. 

Place items to recycle in a blue recycling 
bin curbside by 7 a.m. on trash day every 
other week. The following items cannot be 
recycled, but should be put in with regular 
trash: plastic wrap, wax paper, food-stained 
paper, pizza boxes, Kleenex, paper towels, 
dishes, windows, ceramics, regular light 
bulbs, mirrors, Pyrex or broken glass, ordi- 
| nary alkaline and heavy-duty batteries, plas- 
tic bags and rubber bands. 


Items banned from the trash 

Residents may not put in their regular 
trash leaves or yard waste, tires, white 
goods (large appliances, air conditioners, 
water heaters), televisions and cathode ray 
| tubes, or certain batteries such as vehicle 
batteries. In addition, recyclable items— 
paper, glass, plastic, metal, aluminum or 
| cardboard—may not be put in with regular 
trash. 
| The town also urges residents not to dis- 
| pose of household hazardous waste in their 
trash, including pool chemicals, photo 
| chemicals, pesticides (such as bug sprays 
| and rodent poisons), fertilizers, toxic or cor- 
rosive household cleaning products, herbi- 


cides (such as weed killers), stains, flamma- 
ble varnishes, oil- and lead-based paints, 
solvents, thinners, waste oil, antifreeze, 
kerosene, unidentified chemicals, fluores- 
cent tubes, energy-saving light bulbs, ele- 
mental mercury and any items containing 
mercury (such as thermometers, thermostat 
switches and flow meters). However, con- 
tainers of latex paint may be put in with reg- 
ular trash if they have been left open and 
are completely dry. 

Button batteries, batteries containing 
lead or mercury and rechargeable batteries 
such as NiCad should not be put in the 
trash. However, ordinary batteries — flash- 
light type, heavy duty, alkaline of all sizes - 
should be disposed of in the regular trash. 


What to do with banned items 
Andover holds household hazardous 
waste (HHW) collections and CRT and 
television collections in the spring and fall. 
The next HHW collection will be held May 
10 and the next CRT collection is May 17. 

Leaves are collected curbside in the fall 
and spring. The spring collection will occur 
for the six weeks between April 14 and 
May 23. 

Residents may also take leaves and grass 
clippings year-round to the town compost 
site on High Plain Road. 

Button batteries and rechargeable 
(NiCad) batteries can be recycled but need 
to be taken to specific locations. Button bat- 
tery boxes are located at the Andover Senior 
Center, Town Offices, Andover Board of 
Health, the water treatment plant, Andover 


What you can trash, shouldn’t trash, and must throw somewhere else. 


Photo, Photo USA and Memoria! Hall 
Library. Rechargeable batteries and prod- 
ucts that cannot be separated from their 
rechargeable battery can be recycled at any 
Radio Shack or Home Depot, the Andover 
Board of Health, the water treatment plant 
or may be brought to a HHW collection. 

Used cellular phones may be brought to 
Radio Shack, which donates them to a wor- 
thy cause. Lead-acid vehicle batteries 
should be returned to a service station or 
retailer. 

Waste motor oil may be taken to the 
North Andover DPW Garage, 384 Osgood 
St. (phone: 978-685-0950), on the first and 
third Saturdays of each month. Hours: 9 
a.m. to 12 noon. Cost: 50 cents per gallon, 
with a limit of 10 gallons 

Styrofoam packaging peanuts and bub- 
ble wrap are accepted by most Mail Boxes 
Etc. stores and by Optech, 19 Lupine Road 
in Andover.

Would educating outdistricted students in town

S ANDOVER OFFICIALS 
discuss ways to decrease 
next year’s $2.3 million 


school budget gap, nearby 
Haverhill has created a cost-sav- 
ing alternative to sending some 
of its special-education students 
to expensive private schools. 

But Andover school officials 
say they currently have no finan- 
cial or educational incentive to 
Create such new programs to 
keep more special-needs kids in 
Andover schools. 


Haverhill system 

Sending special-need stu- 
dents to other schools has

I FIRST GLANCE, there isn’t 
much to distinguish William 
Lionetta from other 4-year- 


olds. Affectionate with his mother and 
shy around strangers, William runs to 
his sisters in the corner of the family 
room when an unfamiliar man enters. 
Nothing seems markedly out of the 
ordinary about William, who must be 
“out-districted,” or sent to a special 
school each school day. 

But a walk around the Lionetta 
house proves otherwise. There are 


all the doors and cabinets - even the 
oven and the microwave. The fireplace 
is sealed shut and heavy furniture is 
bolted down. All are details that begin 
to tell of single parent and widow 
Bernadette Lionetta’s struggle to raise 
an autistic son at home. 

Because William needs constant 
supervision, he is at risk for living in a 
residential institution. If left unattend- 
ed for even a moment, William's mind 
turns to escaping. “Given any oppor- 
tunity, his drive is to go,” says Lionet- 


There’s no question he needs to be 
one of Andover’s 
cial-education students, says Lionetta 

“Andover does not have a safe aca- 
demic environment for William,” says 
Lionetta. He attends the New England 
Center for Children, a school that 
caters to children in the autistic spec 
trum. The yearly tuition at the school 
is $67,000 and it is covered by 
Andover with funding from the state, 
but it is only part of the cost of the

twice as many students as Andover, sends 1.7 per 
cent of its students to special schools 

“The numbers are not out of the ordinary. | 
think we're managing it pretty closely,” said 
O’Brien. 

O’Brien says she does everything she can to 
return students who can be accommodated in the 
schools. “Last year I brought a bunch of kids 
back,” she said. 

This year expanded high-school and middle- 
school programs and the introduction of a class 
offered at West Elementary for kindergarten and 
first-grade students with pervasive development 
disorder and mild autism have prevented some 
students from being sent out of district. A 
preschool program was also started this January. 

But the West Elementary class, open to stu- 
dents across the system, is a rare case where stu- 


dents with similar disorders and age ranges could 
be grouped to form a class, said O’Brien. “If I 
didn’t open up that class, most of them would go 
out of district,” she said. 

With students aged 3 to 22, different problems 
and differing degrees of severity, O’Brien says 
that the opportunity to gather enough students 
together to save money is not common. ““There’s a 
huge age range, grade range; some kids who can, 
some kids who can’t live at home,” she said. 

Covino says that opening Haverhill’s program 
to students from other towns is how they got 
around that problem. Charging those students 
tuition was another way to support the cost. 

O’Brien says that accommodating more 
Andover special-education students means get- 
ting more teachers, not a likely prospect this year 
as the schools brace for cuts. “How do we add on 
new teachers when we’re hanging on to the teach- 
ers we've got?” she said.

The writing is on the wall at the Addison 
Gallery this week — literally. Artists and workers 
are scurrying to draw the final lines, paint the final 
loops and realize the wall drawings of contempo- 
rary artist Sol Le Witt. 

LeWitt has paintings and drawings being hung 
in other rooms at the gallery, but in a sky lit 
gallery space, the workers are following direc- 
tions set out explicitly by LeWitt, to create art that 
he has only planned. 

Adam Weinberg, director of the Addison 
Gallery likens LeWitt’s instructions to musical 
scores. The composer conceives the music and the 
pieces are performed again and again. In three 
months, the walls will be painted over, erasing all 
trace of the exhibit. 

Two of LeWitt’s wall drawings were executed 
by local high school students from Phillips Acad- 
emy and Lawrence High. Wall Drawing #716 
leaves more to chance as it allowed students to 
draw somewhat random lines and arcs in a large 
black grid covering the wall. There are eight line 
and arc variations and the students determined 
which they would use by drawing numbers out of 
a hat. 

Sol LeWitt: Recent Acquisitions is just one of 
the exhibits going on at the Addison this winter. 
For its two other shows, Conversations: A Col- 
lection in Dialogue, and On Paper: Masterworks 
from the Addison Collection the gallery is trotting 
out some of its signature pieces. Eight Bells by 
Winslow Homer, the Addison's most notable

GUARDS AGAINST INJURY | 


While high school and college football and hockey players have long accepted the 
requirement that they wear mouth guards to protect their teeth, basketball players have 
been a bit more reluctant to do so. Now, new research shows that wearing mouth guards 
significantly reduces basketball players’ dental injuries. This finding is based on the 
researchers’ ability to persuade 50 basketball trainers at c olleges around the country to 
provide weekly reports of dental injuries for 20 weeks. About 13 percent of the players 
wore mouth guards. During the 20 weeks, there were reports of 45 dental injuries, none 
of which involved players wearing mouth guards.

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Preservation as 
learned process

[ WAS BIG NEWS back in the 1850s when a French painter began 
producing photographs on a silver-covered copper plate. 

These photographs were eventually called daguerreotypes, 
named after the French painter Louise Jacques Daguerre, who 
invented the process 

“People didn’t have to wait to have their photographs painted 
anymore,” said Monique Fischer, photographs conservator at the 
Northeast Document Conservation 
Center in Andover 

“A large-format camera was used, 
not a point and shoot or digital,” Fis- 
cher said with a smile. “But, back 
then, this was BIG news.” 

This week, two Russian conserva- 
tors arrived at NDCC to work along- 
side Fischer and learn the fine art of 
restoring daguerreotypes.

It’s a tedious process being demonstrated by Fischer at 
NDCC, located in Andover’s Brickstone Square. 

The Russian collection was too large to bring to Andover. So, 
Fischer scouted antique stores and attended art shows for 
daguerreotypes. She found some and is using them to teach the 
preservation process to the Russian conservators. 

“The detail images are just beautiful.” she said while working, 
as the Russian immigrants nodded in agreement. 

Daguerreotype preservation includes fine polishing using var- 
ious chemicals, including iodine and chlorine. 

Through an interpreter, Gambalevskaya said there is a conser- 
vation push happening in Russia, as its people and government 
work to preserve history. For the past eight years, NDCC has 
hosted Russian conservators thanks to various grants.
